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L. CORBITT SERIOUSLY 

WOUNDED WHEN SHOT BY 
NEGRO HOBO 


Troy, Ala, March 24,—R, L. 
Corbitt of Montomery detdctive of 
the Atlantic Coast Line Railway 
was shot and _ probably fatally 
wounded here about ten o’clock Fri- 
day night by an unknown negro ho- 
bo whom he was attempting to ar. 
rest in the local yards of the rail- 
way. 

Mr. Corbitt, in company with two 
local deputies, Pleas Nichols and 
J, FE. Furlow, were in the railway 
yards for the purpose of: apprehend- 
ing hoboes who are in the habit of 
ridiig freight trains. When 
southtound freight number 212 
pulled in, two negroes were discov- 
ered on top of a box car. The offi- 
certs ordered them down and Corbitt 
had one in charge while Mr. Furlow 
had the other. As Mr. Corbitt at- 
tempted to search the negro, the 
man pulled a pistol and shot him in 
the abdomen. Immediately follow- 
ing the shooting, the negro ran and 
was not apprehended, ‘though one 
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negro was arrested at Ozark shortly 
after midnight. It not known 
whether he is the guilty party or 
not, 

Corbitt was immediately rushed 
to the Masonic hospital where he 
was operated upon, but late reports 
Saturday morning were that he was 
crobably fatally wounded. The 
bullet lodged somewhere in his in« 
testines. 

Troy, <Ala., Mar. 25,—-Georgre 
Howze, negro, self confessed assail- 
ant of R. L. Corbitt, Montgomery, 
Atlantic Coast Line detective, who 
was seriously shot in the railroad 
yards here Friday night, was 
brought to Troy today from Ozark 
where he was arrested Satuday 
morning. Corbitt is reported rest- 
ing easy, although his condition is 
considered serious. 

Howze was arrésted in Ozark by 
Coast Line Special Agent B. H. 
Chalker, Sheriff Gamble,, of Dale, 
and Deputy McGowan after he had 
jumped from the train and fallen in- 
to a ditch. A double barre] rerrin- 
ger pistol, which Howze buried in 
the sand in the ditch was recovered 
by the officers, That the negro had 
two pistols on him when he shot 
Officer Corbitt is shown by the fact 
that he threw away the pistol with 
which he shot Corbitt. 

The negro was identified by the 
officer and later confessed to the 
crime after telling the officers that 
he saw the shooting but did not do 
it. He declared that after shooting 
the officer he jumped back on the 
train and threw away the pistol with 
which he shot Corbitt after the 
train had left Troy.
